Making Ne Claims but Hopeful of a 
Favorable Outcome.

Tele- 
grams began to arrive early in the day, 
and while none of them made any positive 
claims to the general result, they were all 
of an encouraging character, giving the 
Democratic candidate far more ground for 
hope than do the public bulletins.

gains in the western section, while en- 
couraging word was received from Indiana 
and 1 . Mr. Bryan commented on 
these as a disinterested observer might 
have done, but made no genera! claims upon 
them.

For the reasons above noted none of them 
cared to make any statement as to their 
views of the election. As for the President, 
Private Secretary Thurber said he had com- 
menced the preparation of his annual 
message to Congress, and, as has always 
been the custom, he would be obliged to deny 
himself to the public until it was complete, 
The month of November is usually devoted 
to this purpose. 


WOULD GIVE THE PEOPLE NO REST. 


Gov. Stone Is in Favor of Continuing 
Free Silwer Agitation. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 4.—Gov. William J. 
Stone was asked today what, in his opinion, 
were the causes of Bryan's defeat. 

First, and chiefly, money,“ was his reply. 
“Second, the betrayal of the Democratic 
party by men who owe it everything.

Continuing, the Governor said: I shall 
begin from this hour the work of organizing 
the people of the States for the campaign of 
1900.

Bryan and the Fusionists of the State 
Have the Best of It. 

Topeka, Kas. Nov. 4.—At 2 o’cock the best 
information indicated that Bryan and Leedy 
(fusion) have carried Kansas by at least 
7,000. The fusionists seem to have five Con- 
gressmen, the Republicans one (Broderick) 
in the First District, with Curtis, Fourth, and 
Harris, Second, in doubt. The Legislature

The Republican Central committee claims 
that.

The Democrats 
Claim the election of Congressmen in the 
Third, Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh Districts 
by majorities of from 2,500 to 6,000. The 
First District. is conceded to Broderick 
(Rep.), and the Fourth is classed doubtful. 

At 8 o’clock tonight the situation is about 
this: With only one-fifth of the precincts 
in, Bryan Electors seem to have carried the 
State by a slight majority. Four fusion Con- 
gressmen, Simpson, E. R. Ridgely, W. D. 
Vincent, and William McCormick, have been 
elected. Republicans probably elect three 
Congressmen, Case Broderick, C. P. Harris, 
and.Charles Curtis. The State Legislature 
is still entirely in doubt, neither side making 
any claims more than majority; which both 
claim. Republicans practically concede that 
Bryan has carried the State, and Chairman

will be elected by from 2,000 to 3,000. Breid- 
enthal, Populist Chairman, ceims the elec-

FROM 50,000 TO 60,000 IN OHIO, 


Later Returns Decrease the Plurality 


for McKinley. 

Columbus, O., Nov. 4.—More complete re- 
turns reduce the Republican plurality 
claimed last night about one-third. The 
returns from cities were received last night 
and the returns from the rural districts to- 
day increase the Democratic vote so that 
McKinley’s plurality is now estimated at 
from 50,000 to 60,000. 

The largest Republican plurality ever giy- 
en a President in Ohio was 34,227 for Gar- 
field in 1880. Republicans still claim this 
will be doubled. The Democratic State com- 
mittee gave ho figures last night and have 
none today, but claim they will make gains 
over the vote of the last three years, when 
the Republicans had pluralities of 80,000 
in 1893, 137,000 in 1894, and 92,000 in 1895. 

The Democrats claim four or five out of 
twenty-one Congressmen and the Republic- 
ans concede three Congressmen to them. 
When the Republicans carried Ohio by 137,- 
000 two years ago the Democrats elected only 
two Congressmen. 


ROBBERS HURL A VICTIM IN THE RIVER 


Timely Assistance from a Schooner 
Lying at Anchor Saves John Riskch, 
a Pole, from Drowning. 


John Riskch, a Pole, 45 years of age, who 
lives at No. 45 Bradley street, was hurled 
into the Chicago River at 10:30 o’clock last 
night from the west bank of the river at 
Monroe street, after having been assaulted, 
choked, and robbed by two footpads. 

Riskch's cries for assistance were heard 
by the crew of the schooner L. H. Howland, 
and after floating in the muddy water ten 
minutes the victim was rescued and con- 
veyed to the County Hospital in the ambu- 
lance from the Desplaines Street Police Sta- 
tion. His condition is considered critical. 

Riskch was walking east in Monroe street, 
intending to cross; the river. He was not 
aware that there was no bridge spanning 
the river at that point until he had reached 
the water’s edge. | 

Retracing his steps Riskch walked a nun- 
dred feet or so, when he was accosted by 
two strangers, one of whom followed up his 
words by knocking Riskch senseless with a 
sandbag or slungshot. The robbers then 
rifled their victim’s pockets, taking $15 and 
a gold watch and chain. 

After the robbery the footpads spent con- 
siderable time watching their victim to see 
whether he would regain his senses. Riskch 
opened his eyes and moaned. Then the 
taller of the highwaymen began to kick 
Riskch in the head and body. 

Let's throw him into the river,“ suggest- 
ed the other robber and Riskch was picked 
up, carried to the bank, and thrown into the 
water. 

Albert Thompson, Captain of the schooner 
oa H. Howland, lying at anchor, heard the 

lash and an outcry. The Captain called 
5 atchman John Robinson and every effort 
was made to locate the direction from which 
the splash and cry came. 

Jumping into a rowboat the Captain and 
watchman pulled south. No sign of any one 
struggling in the water could be found, and 
after rowing from the east to the west bank 
of the river in half a dozen different places 
the Captain was about to give up the search. 

There is a body up the river,” exclaimed 
the watchman. Quickly the Captain pointed 
his boat south, and Riskch was picked up, 
exhausted. 

The man was taken to the shore, where 
efforts were made to revive him. 

An ambulance was summoned and Riskch 
was conveyed to the County Hospital, where 
he managed to tell the story of bis being 
robbed and assaulted. 

There were no witnesses to the affair, and

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MR. BRYAN WILL NOT GIVE IT UP. 


He Still Claims Enough Votes to Give 
i Him a Majority. | | 
Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 4.—[{Special. ]—Mr. Bry- 
an made the following statement this even- 
ing: 

The Democratic National committee 
claims enough votes to give a majority in 
the Electoral College, but the vote is very 
close in several of the States, and the re- 
sult cannot be known positively until the 
entire vote is counted. In close contests it 
is wise for both sides to watch the returns 
to guard against the possibility of mistakes, 
intentional or unintentional.’’ 

Mr. Bryan dictated this statement to a 
typewriter, but when pressed for something 
more for the press declined to yield, saying 
that he could give no utterance to his opin- 
ion as to the result or outline his intentions 
until the outcome should be definitely 
known. f 

In conversation with friends he freely dis- 
cussed the probabilities, referring to the 
closeness of the vote in several States and 
comparing notes with them on the chances 
in Kentucky, Indiana, West Virginia, and 
other States of apparently narrow margin. 
He read all bulletins with interest, but in 
reply to questions said that was not 
allowing the uncertainty to cause the least 
degree of worry. He spoke cheerfully to all, 
but it became evident towards the latter 
part of the day that he was growing less 
and less hopeful. 


Nebraska Gratifies Him. 


He was especially atified at the result 
in Nebraska, and took occasion to earnestly 
congratulate the Chairmen of various county 
and State committees located in Lincoln on 
their work in this city and throughout the 
State. During the afternoon Mr. Bryan at- 
tended the funeral of an old friend, and he 
epent the evening with his callers. 

Many of his friends here are still sanguine 
as to the result of the final count in the close 
States. The streets and hotel lobbies were 
filled during the day with enthusiastic Bry- 
anites. 

During the afternoon what purported to 
be telegrams received by Mr. Bryan were 
read in the hotel lobbies claiming the entire 
South, the States west of Missouri, ard also 
Indiana and Minnesota. The announcement 
of these claims, which Mr. Bryan afterwards 
said he had not authorized, created a wild 
burst of applause, caused several ‘bets to be 
offered, and ultimately resulted in the origin 
of an informal procession numbering sev- 
eral hundred, which headed for Mr. Bryan’s 
house. 

When informed of this demonstration Mr. 
Bryan quietly advised that it be suspended 
until the result should be more definite. 
Upon this hint the parade was abandoned 
before the Bryan residence was reached,

ALTGELD DISCUSSES HIS DEFEAT. 


He Attributes His Discomfiture to the 
Free Use of Money. 

vy, Altgeld yesterday gave out a formal 
Pea meg ing his defeat. After 
working on the manifesto until noon the 
Governor received callers in his Unity 
Building’ office, but declined to be inter- 
viewed. He merely said that the efforts of 
his party must now be directed toward win- 
ring in 1900. 

The Governor's “card to the public” is 
as follows: 

“To the Democrats of Illinois: Although 
defeated, I desire to thank yas Sor the loyal 
support you have given me and I congratu- 
née you on the heroic fight you have just 
made. Consider that only six months ago 
our great party lay prostrate; it had been 


betrayed into the hands of stock jobbers and. 


monopolists by President Cleveland; it had 
been robbed of everything Democratic ex- 
cept a name; it stood for no great principle 
and its flesh was being torn by political rds 
of prey; it was loaded with political d- 
heads, men who never did anything for the 
party except to ride it; and ft was infested 
with political vermin of both the smooth 
and rough and dusty variety. Yet unger 
these sore conditions the party broke the 


thus re- 
form while under the fire of the enemy it has 
made the most heroic political fight ever seen 
in this country. 


Charges Money’s Debauchery. 

“It was confronted by ali the boodle that 
could be scraped together on two conti- 
nents. It was confronted by all the banks, 
all the trusts, all the tes, ail 
corporations, all the great It was 
confronted by everything that money could 
buy, that boodle could debauch or that fear 
of starvation could coerce. It was confront- 
ed by the disgust which the majority vf the 
American people felt toward the national 
administration, for which they held 128 re- 
sponsible. It was confronted by the un- 
founded charge of being partly responsible 
for the hard times. It was confronted by a 
combination of forces such as had never 
been united before and will probably never 
be united again; and, worse still, the time 
was too short to educate the public. ; 

While we are defeated, our party is more 
vigorous and in better condition generally 
than it has been for a third of a century. I 
specially call your attention to the utter 
insignificance, as shown by the returns, 
of those men who, after hav helped to 
ruin our party, were either driven out or 
left it in this campaign. Two years: ago 
these men were with us and always insisted 
on occupying front seats and wanted to 
lead; then we were not ‘confronted with 
any powerful opponents and we lost the 
State by upward of 1£0,000 majority. This 
year these men * us and we had to 
meet all the forces I have named; we had no 
sinews of war; we had all the power of 
corrupt wealth against us; we had to reform 
under the fire of the enemy, and the time 
was too short to make a proper cam : 
yet we have reduced the adverse majority 
of two years ago by about one-third: 
men are at last where they belong. While

Looks to nother Campaign. 


One more campaign of education will 
forever bury the palsied form of that curse 
which has blighted. prosperity and the hap- 
piness of ‘mankind. My fellow-Democrats, 
on account of my health I welcome the re- 
tirement which is now assured me and which 
I have long wished for, but let me say in 
parting that if you cherish republican in- 
stitutions then your country will need your 
services. Two years ago several States 
Were carried by the same forces that have 
triumphed this year, and in every one there 
followed a saturnalia of corruption and rot- 
tenness. Now these conditions are to be 
spread over the whole country, and it will 
devolve upon the Democratic party to ulti- 
mately stop them. The shadow of the men 
and the influences that will control the com- 
ing administration is already on the land. 

Republicans tell us that the newly-elect- 
ed President is weak, that he allowed the 
manufacturers to frame his tariff bill, and 
that as Governor of Ohio he was very weak. 
We may assume that the coming adminis- 
tration will be controlled by the men who 
have been so prominent in securing his 
election. Look at some of them—Mr. Hanna, 
Mr. Carnegie, Mr. Depew, Mr. Pullman, Mr. 
Huntington, Mr. Payne, Mr. Thurston of 
Pacific railroad fame, and a number of 
others of the same character. Many of 
them have long been regarded as corrup- 
tionists, as men who have helped to spread 
a moral leprosy over this country, and who 
use the government as a convenience to 
make money for corporations. 


Predicts Government Corruption. 


„There will come bond issues and all man- 
ner of government jobs, and, although we 
have no enemy on either side of us, an ef- 
fort will be ade to give this country a 
standing army because plutocracy demands 
this. An effort will be made to advance 
the doctrine that local self-government 
does not go hand in hand with Federal su- 
premacy, but that the President shall have 
the same power to use the army that the 
Czar of Russia has to use his army, and ef- 
forts will be made to perpetuate government 
by injunction and destroy trial by jury be- 
cause plutocracy demands these things. An 
effort will be made to still further tighten the 
grip of the money power on the throats of 
the pepple and to gradually convert this 
republic into a plutocratic oligarchy. And 
it will devolve upon the Democratic party 
to save free institutions. I believe that at 
the next general election the people will 
reverse the verdiet of yesterday; the return 
of prosperity will not comeas promised. No 
doubt there will be a spürt of activity built 
on false hopes, but as the forces which have 
produced the present distress will go right 
on, as the dear dollar must in the end destroy 
enterprise, no permanent relief can be ex- 
pected of this administration. Remember 
it was Jefferson who led the way in freeing 
us from British domination in 1776. It was 
again Jefferson who saved free institutions 
in 1800. It was Jackson who freed the peo- 
ple from the clutches of the corrupt money 
power in 1832. It was the great common peo- 
ple of America and not the rich who saved 
our institutions in 1861, and it will devolve 
on the great common people of this country 


to save free government in 1900.

Silverites Gather in Michigan Avenue 
and Invade the Auditorium Annex 
with Vociferous Allegations That 
Bryan Is a Winner—Form a Small 


Parade—E. 0. Towne, the Leader, 


Is Taken Into Custody—Trouble Is 
Averted by the Authorities. 


Rumor ran swiftly about the city last night 
that Bryan was elected and that the Popo- 
crats were wanted to gather on the Lake- 
Front. Runners from the Auditorium Annex 
bore these tidings and every man who passed 
the word on said there was a movement on 
foot to change the front of victory. 

There was talk of revolution and the hurry- 
ing squadsof men and boys who answered the 
summons from the “levee” district were 
not such are usually called to conferences 
in the Michigan avenue hostelry. 

Within half an hour 200 turbulent people 
had gathered at the Congress street entrance 
and Edward Owens Towne, playwright and 
Popocratic national speaker, was ha- 
ranguing them. Every few minutes He ap- 
peared at the steps and said Bryan had cer- 
tainly carried Indiana and had 225 or more

votes. The crowd whooped at this and grew 
go noisy that hotel guests became uneasy. 

Not content with keeping the street, some 
of the wildest-eyed members rushed through 
the Annex rotunda, monopolfzing the place, 
with louder language than is usually heard 
there. 

Three or four hundred of the most enthu- 
siastic shouters formed in something like 
order in the middle of the street, the ma- 
jority facing toward the Lake-Front. Mr. 
Towne left his perch on the stone steps and 
took his stand at the head of the throng. 
He carried a torn and soiled flag ona broken 
stick. 

Forward, march!“ he yelled, and the pro- 
cession moved. It halted in front of the 
hotel in Michigan avenue and soon became 
a howling mob through which a big mail 
wagon was forced with difficulty. 

Just then two companies of police arrived, 
marching column front. Lieut. Preston 
Lieut. Loughran were in command. Sud- 
denly the yells stopped, and before any one 
could definitely realize what had happened 
the street was clear. 

Lieut. Preston took Towne into custody. 

After leaving the parade Mr. Towne went 
to national heajiquarters and represented 
that free Americans had been prevented 
from orderly marching, and said his foilow- 
ers had been clubbed and abused shamefully. 


SHOUT “ FRAUD ” AND “CRIME OF '76.” 


Chairmen Jones and Washburn De- 
clare Republicans in a Conspiracy. 
Chairman Jones sought consolation for de- 

feat yesterday in shouting fraud. He pro- 

claimed that the wicked Republicans were 

seeking to repeat the crime of 76.“ 

When asked for a statement of his opinions 
of the result as it stands now, the Senator 
dictated the following: 

„I have counted from the beginning as the 
States upon which we relied for Mr. Bryan’s 
election, the Southern States with 156 votes, 
and the States west of the Missouri, with 61 
votes, making a total of 217. I have hoped 
that we would carry Indiana, Michigan, and 
Minnesota. 

“I believe that we have carried every 
Southern State except Maryland, and that 
we have carried all of the Western States 
heretofore counted on, which leaves us, not 
counting Delaware, which I think we have 
carried, 209 votes. One vote we certainly have 
in Delaware; and probably three. But count- 
ing only one vote, which we have beyond 
doubt, it leaves necessary to a choice four- 
teen votes. Either Michigan or Indiana 
would give us those fourteen votes. The re- 
ports received by us from both these States 
are encouraging and lead us to believe that, 
while both States are close, we have 
the better chance to win each, and that we 
may probably carry both. 

He Counts on Indiana, 

„There can be scarcely a doubt of our get- 
ting Indiana. Under these circumstances it 
seems to me that we are entirely justified in 
claiming the election of Mr. Bryan, which I 
do. And I believe that the temper of the peo- 
ple is such that they will not allow their 
choice to be defeated by tricks and fraud. 

“The statements made again and again 
in the city papers today that I have given 
up the contest and admitted that Mr. Bryan 
is defeated indicate a deliberate purpose on 
the part of the papers as well as the Repub- 
lican managers to create false impressions 
in the minds of the people and to lead them 
to believe that McKinley’s election is ac- 
complished and acquiesced in. 

„ have not for a moment acquiesced in 
Mr. McKinley’s election, and will not until 
there is a material change from existing 
conditions. As I believe, Indiana and prob- 
ably Michigan have voted for Mr. Bryan, 
and if either has he is elected.”’ 


Must Have West Virginia. 


At 9 o’clock last night Senator Jones had 
not heard that Chairman Edminston of the 
West Virginia.

North Tonawanda, N. T., Nov. 4.—[{Spe- 
cial.)}—The biggest demonstration ever wit- 
nessed in Niagara County will occur at fhis 
place tomorrow afternoon. The much- 
talked-about prosperity will be ushered into 
North Tonawanda by none other than Will- 
lam McKinley himself.

and fair statement, but more savage and 
venomous, and with a rather more copious 
vocabulary of abuse and vilification.

WILL BRYAN TRY IT AGAIN? 

Night before last, when Bryan was still 
hoping against hope that he had been elect- 
ed, while the returns before him told him 
what the result was, he announced that if 
defeated the fight for dishonest money and 
repudiation and national dishonor would be 
kept up by him, and that there would be 
another battle on the same issue four years 
later. 


Bryan may have meant what he said. If 


so, he did not stop to reflect that he will not 
have in 1900 all the elements of strength 
he had this year. In 1896 he had the active 
support of the Governor of the third State 
of the Union, who swung its Democracy: 
into line for him. 

Altgeld gave the vote of Illinois in na- 
tional convention to free coinage at 16 to 
1 and to Bryan for President. He also 
provided the candidate with the worst 
planks of his platform, including that free 
riot plank which Bryan indorsed so heartily. 
Altgeld will not be Governor in 1900 nor 
wield the large patronage of Illinois. 

Bryan had been a Populist rather than a 
Democrat for two years before his nomina- 
tion. That made it easy for him, with the 
assistance of Altgeld, to swing the million 
and a quarter members of that party into 
line for himself and for his partner, Sewall, 
a Democrat, who it was thought would 
catch the Democrats of the East. Two 
Populists on the ticket would have been too 
much “even for regular Demotrats. 


Hence it will not be as easy for Bryan to get | 


the Democratic nomination in 1900 as it 
was this year. There are a great many 
thousand politicians in the Democratic 
party who have a very keen appetite for 
offices, Federal and State, and who will not 
nominate an unavailable candidate on a 
condemned, repudiated platform, which 
will lose them all chance of getting office. 

These local politicians have tried Bryan 
and have learned that he is not a winning 
horse. He and his doctrines have been de- 
cisively rejected by the. people. Conse- 
quently the cool, long-headed managers 
who were for Bryan this year, or at least 
were not against him, will fight him sav- 
agely in convention if he comes up again. 

Then there were a million Democrats 
who voted unwillingly for Bryan because 
he was the “‘ regular’’ nominee. They can- 
not be relied on to repeat that mistake again. 
It would be putting their partisanship to 
too severe a test. 

But even if all these men were to vote for 
Bryan once more they could not eject him. 
A million majority of the people have voted, 
once for all, after full discussion, against 
free coinage. That verdict cannot be al- 
tered. 

No more proselytes can be made among 
Republican farmers. Some of those who 
have gone away willreturn hereafter. The 
“ goldbug Democrats” who voted for Me- 
Kinley this year will not vote for Bryan and 
50-cent, half-dollar money if he runs again. 

The “campaign of education will not 
be suspended now. It will go on for the 
next four years, and when 1900 comes, if 
the free coinage, half-bogus money issue is 
raised again by Bryan and the Pops, the 
majority against it will be two millions at 
the lowest, or twice what it is now. More 
Southern States will vote for sound money 
than did this year. The silver mine owners 
will not give $625,000 for a boodle corrup- 
tion fund again, and the silver States may 
discover that they have been pursuing a 
phantom scheme to reverse the im- 
mutable laws of nature and have been 
trying to reverse the laws of supply 
and demand. They may get their eyes open 
to perceive that free coinage could not en- 
hance their bullion: a cent an ounce in Lom- 
bard street, which would fix the value of 
their metal in this country whether coined 
or not. . 


A A NEW JERSEY IDEA. 

A prohibition clergyman in New Jersey 
has devised a scheme at last for stopping the 
traffic in liquor which meets the hearty ap- 
proval of all saloonkeepers to whom it has 
been proposed. He has found that the peo- 
ple of the State expend millions annually in 
the support of criminals and insane persons 
whose condition has been brought about by 
liquor and in the payment of other losses to 


families and cities caused by liquor, and he 


suggests therefore that it would be a paying 
investment to pension every liquor-dealer 
and pay him $5,000 annually. There may 
be some objections to this plan of a practical 
sort, chiefly tho probability that before such 
a law could be passed every inhabitant in 
the State would be found to be a liquor- 
dealer, but if the barriers could be sur- 
mounted it certainly would be a fascinating 
proposition. Then for the first time there 
would be formally instituted in this country 
a leisure class under the sanction of law, for 
undoubtedly there would be a provision in 
the law that these pensioned saloonkeepers 
should not embark in any other business 
and thus compete with less-favored trades- 
men. If New Jersey sets the example of 
course the idea would be quickly taken up in 
other States; until this great leisure class. 
would form a large portion of the popula-

THE FAILURE OF BRYAN'S DESTRUCT- 
: IVE SCHEME. 

The ruling idea in Mr. Bryan’s mind 
when he set out upon his flying tour of the 
United States unquestionably was that he 
could produce a revolution in the estab- 
lished politics of this country. His sublime 
egotiam led him to fancy that it was only 
necessary for him to ride on an express 
train and assemble & curious crowd and 
yalaver and flatter his hearers to deceive 
tdem and secure their support. His theory 
was that the vast majority of the people 
of the United States were ripe for a revolu- 
tion of a drastic character. He believed 
that they bitterly hated all successful men, 
and wanted them destroyed or robbed; 
that they wanted to change places with 
them by means of anarchy and confiscation; 
and that many people in the North and 


South wanted to get out of paying their 


debts. He pretended they could do this 
under forms of law without any regard to 
the moral code. He thought it was only 
necessary for him to go into a farming com- 
munity which had suffered losses through 
lack of rain and other causes and charge the 
failure of crops and prices on the Repub 
lican party to be believed. He believed 
that he could charge the cheapening of 
foreign markets by oversupply upon the Re- 
publican party also, and peopie would 
credit it. He concluded there were enough 
uneducated, silly, ignorant Americans who 
would vote to make him President under the 
belief that he could produce big rains and 
make Europe pay higher prices. 

Having this fixed belief in the credulity 
and shallowness of people he thought it 
was only necessary for him to get on an ex- 
press train, tear around the country, and 
bellow stuff of that kind at a dozen meetings 
a day to arouse the masses and band them 
together in a social war—the farmers 
against the cities and the unemployed 
against the employers. 

He made his first rush into New York 
City to capture it when he delivered his 
formal speech of acceptance. He then 
rushed around in Central and Western 
New York for a fortnight, capturing cities 
and counties, as he thought. He made a 
second visit later on to New York and 
Brooklyn and flung a couple dozen incen- 
diary harangues at their heads. He took 
in several other Eastern and New England 
cities. He thought he had “ fixed” the 
„% Empire State” for sure. She read his 
speeches and then voted for the other man 
by a quarter of a million majority. 

Afterwards he roamed about in Indiana 
twice, and she turned round and gave the 
other man 40,000 majority. 

He tore up and crosswise in Michigan, 
and she gave McKinley over 80,000 major- 
ity. 

Then he tried Illinois two or three times, 
trying to shake her from her sound money 
anchorage. He drenched Chicugo with a 
torrent of talk night and day for three days. 
He got into churches and schools. He 
kissed babies and blarneyed priests and 
women. And what was the chief result? 


In*a. few old hard-shell Democratic wards 


like the Sixth, Eighth, Nineteenth, and 
Twenty-ninth, which nothing can feaze, his 
party held its own, but almost lost the great 
Polish ward, the Sixteenth. In the intelli- 
gent wards he failed miserably to change 
publie opinion. In the First, Second, Third, 
and Fourth, the Eleventh, Twelfth, Thir- 
teenth, Fourteetith, and Fifteenth, Twen- 
tieth, Twenty-first, Twenty-second, Twen- 
ty-third, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth, 
Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty- 
eighth, Thirtieth, Thirty-first, Thirty-sec- 
ond, Thirty-third, and Thirty-fourth he 
lost ground. They all declared against him 
by swinging majorities. He would have got 
more votes if he had staid away from the 
city. The Thirty-second stamped on his 
revolutionary and subversive doctrines with 
8.341 majority, and the Thirty-fourth with 
7.861, and the Twelfth by 5,916, and the 
Twenty-fifth by 5,581. That was the ver- 
diet of Chicago. The pivotal city of the 
East, New York, and the pivotal city of the 
Middle West repudiated him after hearing 
what he had to say. He was right when he 
said he was in “the enemy’s country ” 
after crossing eastward of the Missouri. 
It had no use for him or for his repudiation 
and anarchistic doctrine.

HOKE SMITH’S FRANK ADMISSIONS. 

When Hoke Smith, the ex-Secretary of 
the Interior, learned that McKinley had 
been elected by a decisive majority he 
stated to a reporter: 


It is an overwhelming declaration by, the people 
of the United States against the free coinage of 
silver at 16 to 1. But unanswerable as their argu- 
ment is, it does not represent the full sound money 
vote. Thousands of Democrats in the South voted 
for Bryan and Sewall on account of the part they 
had in selecting delegates to the Chicago conven- 
tion, and on account of loca] conditions, while 
openly condemning the silver platform. 


The ex-Secretary is himself one of the 
Southern Democrats he speaks of. He is 
and has been for some time a believer in the 
gold standard. He thought Bryan’s policy 
a disastrous one for the party and the coun- 
try. And yet for the reasons stated by him 
he advocated Bryan’s election. 

There were Democrats in Chicago and 
elsewhere in the North who voted for Bryan 
although they desired to see him defeated. 
These were men so hidebound in partisan- 
ship that they could not endure the thought 
of failing to vote for the regular Dem- 
ocratic nominee. Nothing could have per- 
suaded them to vote fér a Republican, even 
when they thought him in the right. 

The question now presents itself as to 
what these men who voted for Bryan under 
a sort of duress are goingtodo. They have 
voted for a policy which they felt was 
wrong and for a candidate whose defeat 
they secretly desired, Will they lift up 
their voices now and tell the leaders whom 
they have followed to defeat that this free 
silver foolishness must be dropped, or will 
they let the Altgelds and Tillmans run the 
party for four years more? 

There must have been a million men who 
voted for Bryan reluctantly because he was 
the regular candidate, and for no other 
reason. 

Even if these men do not revolt and de- 
mand the deposition of leaders who have 
shown themselves unfit to lead, the free 
coinage idea has received its deathblow. 
It will never plague the country again as it 
has this year. 

But if those Democrats who appreciate 
the fact that their party made a frightful 
blunder at Chicago assert themselves and 
demand that the party renounce its Pop- 
ulist doctrines and allies and go back to 
sound money it wiil be a good thing for the 
country.

flashed — the country and under the 
ocean that McKinley had been elected by 
an unprecedented majority, that magnifi- 
cent optimist who does honor to the name of 
Jones uttered this impressive farewell claim: 

Where in 
the history of human faith oceurs an tnci- 
dent of more sublime assurance? What 
religious fervor in any age ever inspired a 
more august confidence? There have been 
times in this campaign when there have 
been glimmerings of the greatness of Jones. 
but this flash-light manifestation he has 
reserved evidently for a fantastic climax. 
There have been moments when Jones was 
catching his breath, when the public has sus- 
pected a latent scorn of the realities, but 
he reserved for this supreme moment the 
unobstructed survey of the depths of his 
contempt. There have been instances where 
the fear has arisen that such a: mighty 
structure of confidence that Jones had erect- 
ed about him would bring disaster to the 
Popocratic inmates when it fell in ruins, but 
Jones has proven himself equal to the or- 
deal. He defies fate by declaring stil) that 
Bryan is elected, and ds the Nation rolls on 
to prosperity those muttered words will con- 
tinue to sound until Jones is left behind in 
oblivion. There are no concessions on Jones. 


Or the registered male vote of this city all 
but a trifle less than 7 per cent was cast day 
before yesterday. This is an excellent show- 
ing as compared with other elections. The 
percentage of the registered vote which was 
not cast was heavier in 1892 than this year. 
In 1894 it was 18 per cent. It is easy to un- 
derstand why seme of those who are regis- 
tered two or three weeks before elec- 
tion day do not vote. A few have died, 
and a considerable number, over 1 per 
cent, doubtless, are so sick or so feeble that 
they cannot or dare not get out to vote. 
Some men lost their votes by change of resi- 
dence after registration. Then there are 
the men who when they registered fully ex- 
pected to vote, but who for one reason or an- 
other had to leave the city before election 
day, and were unable to get back in time to 
vote. The remainder of the7 per cent of ab- 
senteeism is made up of the men who decided 
at the last moment that “ one vote would not 
count,“ or who would not stop to vote in the 
morning because there was a crowd at the 
polls, and who never got back there. Some 
may have returned, but too late to get in 
their votes. There must have been several 
thousand votes, most of them sound money 
votes, which ought to have been cast, but 
which were not. 


Tue constitutional amendment is defeated, 
as THE TRIBUNE believed it would be. That 
is not so much the fault of the voters as of 
the ballot law. Of the 350,000 men who 
voted in this city yesterday less than 25,000 
marked their ballots either way. Conse- 
quently over 325,000 persons, a great major- 
ity of whom would have been in favor of the 
proposition had that been the only question 
to be voted on, practically cast their votes 
against it. Of those who did mark their 
ballots three-fourths were in favor of the 
amendment, only one-fourth, for some un- 
known reason, taking the trouble to express 
their dissent. The Legislature which meets 
next January must not fail to amend the 
election law in such a way as to secure a 
reasonably full vote on constitutional amend- 
ments and other yes or no proposi- 
tions. That can be done by putting them on 
A separate ballot. If the present law is not 
modified no constitutional amendment ever 
will be_ratified. 

THE people of this county voted Tuesday 
on a proposition to authorize the issue of 
bonds to the amount of $600,000 to put two 
more stories on the County Building to pro- 
vide court rooms for the judges. About one 
in fourteen of the voters paid any attention 
to the matter, though it was of considerable 
importance. ‘Three out of every four of 
those who did vote were against the bond 
issue, and if more had voted the majority 
against the increase of the bonded debt 
would have been heavier than it was. There 
is a feeling among the taxpayers that taxes 
are as high as they can stand at this time, 
and they prefer to wait until business is 
better, and their incomes larger, before they 
spend any money on public buildings which 
cannot be gotten along without.

Berlin, Nov. 4.—The result of the election 
in the United States was received through- 
out Germany with great satisfaction, except 
by the bimetallists. A high official of the 
Foreign Office said: 

“The government ic pleased with the re- 
sult and congratulates the American people 
on ridding themselves for good of an incu- 
bus and danger of financial upheaval, which 
would follow the unsettling of sound cur- 
rency. All civilized nations will profit by 
the outcome of the elections, and especially 
Germany, owing to the intimate, importent 
commercial, and economic relations with 
the United States.“ 

Dr. Otto Arendt, editor of the Deutsche 
Wochenschrift and a prominent bimetal- 
list leader, in an interview, said: 

„1 have heard the news with unfeigned 
sorrow. The defeat of the silver movement 
in the United States will undoubtedly react 
unfavorably upon the bimetallic movement 
in Germany and the rest of Europe. Stilll 
do not despair. It will not be long deferred.“ 

The German newspapers this morning had 
no news regarding the result of the election, 
with the single exception of the Lokalan- 
zeiger, in which there were five lines an- 
nouncing Maj. McKinley’s victory, and to- 
night many of the papers have no editorials 
on the subject. 

The stock exchange, however, was jubi- 
lent and keenly awaited the information. 
Stocks generally rose. 

Nightmare Falls from the World. 


Tageblatt this afternoon says: “A 
* e has fallen from the breast of the 
whole civilized world. Never before has an 
election inspired similar interest. Bitter 
judgment has been executed upon the Dem- 
ocratic party because it was unfaithful to 
its principles. The result was awaited anx- 
iosly by all believing in the future and prog- 
ress of Democratic institutions.

HOW PARIS RECEIVES THE RESULT. 


Interviews with M. Ribot and M. Doub- 
mer. 

Paris, Nov. 4.—A representative of the 
Associated Press had an interview today on 
the election with M. Ribot, the former 
Premier of France, who recently returned 


from a visit to the United States and Cana- 
da. M. Ribot said: 

The election of McKinley does not sur- 
prise me any more than the majority he. 
obtained. When I left America at the end 
of September, it was apparent to me that 
Bryan, in spite of his tremendous effort, 
would not succeed. Yesterday marks an 
important date in the history of the parties 
in the United States. The energy displayed 
by both sides in the campaign, and the 
anxiety with which the result was awaited 
show clearly that the stake at issue in the 
battle was not simply a question of gold or 
silver. If Bryan had triumphed over the 
Republicans even with the influence of 
former Deniocratic chiefs, with President 
Cleveland at their head, his success would 
have had, both from a political and a social 
point of view, the gravest and perhaps the 
most redoubtable consequences, Still, to us 
Europeans, the election of McKinley is not 
altogether particularly agreeable, for with- 
out doubt we shall have to suffer before long 
by a return to an exaggerated protoctive 
policy in the United States. In regard to 
monetary questions, yesterday's election 
shows in a manner most evident that the 
solution to be derived is through inter- 
national agreement. I have several reasons 
for thinking that the French Government 
is not altogether uninterested in this ques- 
tion, and now, that the Presidential crisis 
is ended, we may without doubt expect 
some initiative on the part of France to- 
wards the other powers.” 

M. Doubmer, who was Minister of Finance 
in the late Radical Ministry, was also inter- 
viewed in Paris. He said in part: 

It is without enthusiasm that the 
election of the promoter of the American 
customs tariff is received here, In Europe 
it is generally n McKinley’s 
Presidency will be unfavorable to the de- 
velopment of commercial relations between 
the New and Old World. On the other hand 
the success of Bryan would have had such 
economic consequences and the perturba- 
tion caused in the great financial markets of 
the world have been so great that few were 
those who could have desired his election. 
In fact it was never believed he could be 
elected, and for a month we have had reason 


to feel absolutely certain of McKinley’s 
success.“ 


RESULT IS COMMENDED IN ITALY. 


News Received with Satisfaction at the 
Vatican and by the Press. 

Rome, Nov. 4.—The result of the election 
in the United States was received with joy 
by a large majority of the American here, 
and also with the marked approval of the 
Vatican.

VICTORY FOR ALL CIVILIZATION. 


Vienna Press Comments on McHinley’s 
Election. 

Vienna, Nov. 4.—The Neue Freie Presse 
commenting today on the result of the elec- 
tion in the United States says: It is 
doubtful if McKinley will be able to continue 
the protective policy, since he was elected 
by both protectionists and free traders. 
McKinley’s victory is to the advantage of 
all civilized people. His defeat would have 
meant the beginning of a social confusion 
which would scarcely have been confined to 


America.“

MACEO AND GOMEZ TO INVEST HAYANA 


Insurgents Say They Are Going to Lay 
Siege to the Capital of 
Cuba. 


Havana, Nov. 4.—According to insurgent 
statements the frequency of engagements 
recently fought in the Province of Havana 
are evidence of the truth of the report that 
Antonio Maceo and Maximo Gomez are di- 
recting the forces under their command 
upon the City of Havana itself, with the 
intention of laying siege to f. They still 
continue to insist that Maceo passed the 
military line aftor having bombarded Arti- 
mesa as a feint, and that important events 
are likely to happen shortly. ‘ 

As a matter fact, the Spanish com- 
manders admit that they are not aware of 
the whereabouts of Maceo. 

There is another feature of the situation 
which is causing the insurgents considerable 
satisfaction, and that is the visit of the 
United States Consul-General, Fitzhugh 
Lee, to the United States. They insist, in 
spite of all official denials, that the relations 
between the government at Washington and 
the Cuban authorities are of a decidedly 
strained nature, and they further claim that 
the interviews which are expected to take 
place shortly between Consul-General Lee, 
President Cleveland, and Secretary Olney 
will lead to important new departures in 
policy upon the part of the United States 
Government. The more hot-headed of the 
insurgents continue maintaining that the 
intervention of the United States in Cuba is 
certain before long, as the insurgents, the 
latter insist, have demonstrated their abil- 
ity to maintain for more than a year past a 
permanent and independent government in 
Cuba, and to keep their large armies in the 
field in spite of the fact that Captain-Gen- 
eral Weyler has some 250,000 troops. They 
add that the Spaniards are no longer in pos- 
session of anything more than the large 
cities of the island, and that with the invest- 
ment of Havana the fall of several of these 
cities would be anticipated. 

The position of newspaper correspondents 
in Cuba is daily becoming more difficult, 
owing to the strictness with which the 
censor enforces the new regulations. He is 
so nervous over the matter that he sees at- 
tacks on Spain everywhere and does not 
take the responsibility for signing the matter 
presented. Little accurate news can de 
cabled from here unless by using secret code, 
which baffles the Spanish officials, or by 
transmitting the messages via Key West. 

In face of the insurgents’ statements of 
their inactivity, the Captain-Gen holds 
that his troops have now occupied the posi- 
tions formely held by Antonio Maceo, and 
that the latter will never be able to reoccupy 
them. The insurgents add that they hepe 
Maceo may never want to do so.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 4.—The remarkable 
run of Mayor Pingree, Governor-elect of 
Michigan, is, perhaps, the most interesting 
feature of the Michigan results. In spite of 
what had been alleged to be all kinds of op- 
position, both within and without his party, 
the Detroit Mayor's plurality will exceed 
that of the McKinley NRlectors by 15,000 to 
20,000 votes.

As far as the main character goes Mr. 
Mansfield was successful in giving such a 
distinctive exposition that his Shylock may 
stand side by side with that of the English 
actor as a masterpiece of art. 

For Miss Caméron it may be said that she 
had to contend with Miss Terry in the most 
charming of her characters, and yet was not 
found wanting, especially in the court scene, 
though we missed the red lawyer’s gown. 
The famous appeal to mercy was given with 
considerable point, and the lighter comedy 
of the part suited her better than many of 
the tragic roles she essays. 

The performance, as a whole, was-rather 
disappointing, chiefly because Mr. Mans- 
field is the only real actor in the company, 
and he was necessarily off the stage more 
than is usual in the rest of his plays. 

Moreover, though it may be rank heresy 
to: say so, the “Merchant of Venice” 
is essentially a one-act drama. The court 
scene is worthy of Shakspeare at his best, 
but the earlier portions of the play, and es- 
pecially the choosing of the suitors, is lit- 
tle less than inane. 

Mr. Mansfield is generally most particular 
in matters of detail, and, therefore, it was 
noticeable last night that the incidental mu- 
sic, as far as the vocal side of it was con- 
cerned, was indifferently rendered. And, 
really, now that we have admitted the right 
to make what excisions are necessary for 
modern taste, it would have been well to 
omit the line of the color prince when he 
opens the casket: 

„O, hell, what have we here!“ 

The audience, at this point, was audibly 
and excusably amused. Mr. Mansfield add- 
ed many pantomimic touches to the part of 
Shylock, some good, as in the case of the 
sharpening of the knife in court; others not 
so good, as in the case of his exit, when we 
were reminded by the palsied shaking of his 
hand of the famous Mr. Hyde tremor. 

Shylock is undoubtedly a great character, 
embodying, as it does, all the bitter hatred 
of the Jew for the Christian, and his con- 
tempt of the merchant, who refuses a 
*“* breed to barren metal.“ Sir Henry Irving 
always makes the part rather pathetic; Mr. 
Mansfield has another and perhaps truer 
conception. We feel the indignation of the 
race, but we have no sympathy for the man.

The Managers of all the 
other roads are agreed that William Duncan 
and W. L. Shute would make excellent and 
efficient members of the board. But Mr. 
Washburn declines to vote for them, clain- 
ing the right to name the mantwho its to 
represent Kansas City interests on the 
board. 

At the meeting at which the new agree- 
ment was adopted Mr. Washburn nominated 
Mr. Fletcher, the General Freight Agent of 
his road, for member of the board and he was 
elected. Mr. Fletcher, however, declined to 
accept and Mr. Washburn has since nomi- 
nated Commissioner Vallandingham of the 
Kansas City Merchants’ Freight Bureau for 
the place. Mr. Vallandingham is not satis- 
factory to the Managers of several of the 
roads and there is a suspicion that Mr. 
Washburn proposed Mr. Fletcher's name at 
the Chicago meeting in order to force Mr. 
Vallandingham upon them later on.

The Chicago Labor Congress spent an hour 
and a half last evening trying to devise 
ways and means of keeping W. C. Pomeroy 
and four other men, whose names were not 
mentioned but whose identity was not a 
pecret to any present, out of the new cen- 
FTral la bor union to be formed here next week. 

e task was given up as a bad job. 
congress adopted a resolution recom- 
mending that all bodies associated with it 
pend delegates to the meeting to be held on 
the evening of Nov. 9 to work for the forma- 
tion of a harmonious central organization. 

Chairman Adair called the meeting to or- 
der at 8:05. The point wae raised that the 
boxmakers and several other organizations 
have no representation in the American 
Federation of Labor, and, therefore, are 
not included in President Gompers’ call. F. 
G. Hopp thought the congress ought to 
fight for the unattached bodies which are 
given representation in the central body at 
Cleveland, O., the strongest in the country, 
and in St. Louis. 


To Oust the Old Men. 

Charles Dold brought up the subject of 
old differences with the defunct assembly. 
saying objectionable men as well as ob- 
4ectionable features of the old organization 
must be cast aside if the new. body was to 
be successful. 

Financial Secretary McKeever said if the 
boxmakers were not seated he for one 
would be unwilling to go into the new or- 
ganization. 

McKeever then suggested a rule excluding

from representation in the new body all 
employers, salaried officers, and business 
agents of all unions. He made it plain he 
was aiming at the Pomeroy gang.”

McKeever said he was a salaried man, but 
be thought, from principle, that no men ex- 
cept those who worked at their own trades 
ought to be allowed to legislate for the 
unions, 

Charles Dold thought the way to solve the 
question was to debar the objectionable peo- 
ple by name.

Business—Strength in Local Stocks 


—Nearly All Open Trades Are Set,

The Chicago Stock Exchange will open at 
10 o'clock this morning, after having bee 
closed for three months and two days. I 
will open with practically all stocks up ta 
the quotations ruling before the ciose of the 
exchange except the Yerkes stock and the 


so-called Moore stocks, Diamond Match and 


New York Biscuit. The market for lecal 
securities was stronger yesterday asa result 
of the near approach of the opening of the 
exchange, which will make a broader market 
for stocks, and ‘which is likely, therefore, 
to ‘have the effect of strengthening prices, 
The announcement of the election of McKin- 
ley had more to do with the strength in loca 
securities, however, than the approach o 
the opening day of the exchange. Local 
stocks did not show the strength or the 
activity that was shown by New York 
stocks. There was a boom in New York as 
a result of McKinley’s sweeping victory and 
the victory of sound mopey which sent all 
stocks up and kept them up with slight re- 
cessions until the close, which was strong. 
The Chicago Stock Exchange opens with 
no important changes in rules from those 
which governed it up to the time it was 
closed Aug. 8. Account trading will be con- 
tinued, though there will be increased mar- 
gine demanded on all stocks bought or sold 
in the aecount. Formerly there were re- 
quired to be deposited in the clegring-house 
five points on all stocks selling under 100 
and ten points on all stocks selling over 100. 
Under the change in rules the foliowing will 
be the margins required from both buyer 
and seller: Stocks under $50 five points, 
stocks over $50 and under $100 ten points, 
stocks over $100 and under $150 fifteen 
points, stocks over $150 and under $200 twen- 
ty points, stocks over $200 twenty-five points. 
Outstanding Trades Are Closed. 
The outstanding trades in West Chicago 
have been closed, according to good authori- 


*ty. There was a number ef trades in West 


Chicago amounting in all to about 2,000 
shares of stock sold to brokers for the ac- 
count of Charles T. Yerkes which remained 
unsettled. The people who sold this stock 
refused to settle on the basis of margining 
down the stock with debentures proposed by 
Mr. Yerkes. It was said yesterday nearly 
all the stocks settled in the last few days had 
been on better terms than those offered two 
months ago. There is still some North Chi- 
cago to be settled, but ſt is said on good 
authority that this will be taken care of. 
Mr. Yerkes is reported to have secured re- 
cently something over $1,000,000 with 
which to protect his stocks on the opening 
of the exchange. It is said he will see that 
quotations do not decline much if any below 
present quotations. 

The Moore trades are largely settled. 
There are some which have not been closed 
and are not likely to be before the exchange 
opens. So far as aopén trades are concerned 
the Stock Exchange opens without much to 
fear. There are one or two brokers who 
bought considerable quantities of Match and 
Biscuit during the last day the exchange 
was open and who have not even received 
the ten point margin from the Moores. Itis 
not likely they will go under.

OPPOSES LIFE TENURE FOR CONSULS. 


North Chima Day Press Makes Some 
Remarkable Objections to the 
Suggestion. 


: The Chinkiang Chamber of Commerce is 
agitating a movement in behalf of life ten- 
ure for foreign Consuls resident in its 
bailiwick, but the suggestion has been met 
with strenuous opposition. The following 
from the North China Day Press shows 
that civil service ideas exist in China: 

A Consul left too long in port becomes 
moss-grown. He makes friends with the 
Commissioner of ustoms, and any des- 
potic tendencies the latter may possess 
have unchecked sway, or he quarrels with 
the Commissioner, and the social life of the 
port is split into two inharmonious fac- 
tions. Or the Consul gets: into a misun- 
derstanding with one of his nationals, and, 
as he has little real business to do, he nurses 
what was a bagatelle to begin with into a 
big grievance, until unanimity dies out of 
the community, and the division is proof 
even against the conciliatory influences of 
Christmas. 

It seems to us quite a mistake to think 
that the advancement of foreign interests 
is promoted by keeping a Consul a long time 
in one place. His views get narrowed, 
the Chinese know the length of his foot, the 
moss of old customs grows over him. Itisa 
new broom that sweeps clean; the energies 
of a man left long in the same office are grad- 
ually paralyzed; his pigeon-holes are filled, 
and the spider weaves its net in security 
across their mouths. 

It is a good rule that both Consuls and 
Commissioners should be changed from time 
to time. A rolling stone may gather no 
moss, but moss is not a concomitant of 
progress. In these days of acute competi- 
tion, when merchants require consular aid 
to achieve success in the international strug- 
gle, a Consul moss-grown from long resi- 
dence in the same port would be an intolera- 
ble anomaly.’’

Will Prevent Infection and 
Is Easily Attached. 


After this every time a telephone is used it 
will be necessary for the speaker to have his 
voice strained, This will be done involun- 
tarily and without the speaker knowing it, 
yet it is a delicate and scientific process, and 
one which, it is expected, will prevent in- 
juries and disorders which in the past have 
come upon people in the most mysterious 
manner, 

For years physicians have been puzzled to 
learn the origin of a great variety ot dis- 
eases with which their patients have been 
attacked without any reasonable cause being 
found. As these diseases were invariably of 
an infectious nature, showing that the germs 
had been introduced into the body through 
the mouth, all sorts of precautions were 
taken by the doctors to regulate the lives of 
their patients in such a way that no more, at 
least, of these troublesome and dangerce@s 
bacilli should be taken into their systems. 

In spite of every safeguard, however, the 
trouble seemed to grow instead of decrease, 
until at last some physician, more progress- 
ive or fortunate than his fellows, arrived at 
the belief that the germs could be intro- 
duced through the medium of the ordinary 
telephone. ‘

of using the same instruments as the pa- 
tients referred to. An examination of hun- 
dreds of telephone mouthpieces showed in 
many of them a perfect nest of dangerous 
germs. By breaking into this diseuse breed- 
ing chamber the healthy had been made ill 
without having even an inkling of the source 
of their illness. 

Numerous preventives have been used in 


individual cases, but it remained for Mr. Emil 


Wescheke of San Francisco to perfect an ar- 
rangement which does away with all danger 
of infection from this source. 

The appliance is easily attached to any of 
the makes of telephone now in use. It con- 
sists of a diaphragm. composed of a fabric 
which has been treated with an anti- 
septic fluid which brings quick death to 
the tiny - ase germs. This fabric is cut 
into aeg suitable size to fit over the 
mouthpieè of the telephene. Over the disk 
is placed a cap, or holder, consisting of A 
rim and a flange adapted to receive and 
hold the disk in its proper position over the 
mouthpiece of the instrument. 

The invention is very simple in construc- 
tion, and while it kills all germs it does not in 
any way interfere with the transmission of 
the voice. By its use all danger of infection 
either from the germs of throat or lung 
troubles is done away with and contagion 
from sore mouths is also made next to im- 
possible. 

‘he character of the antiseptic used is a 
secret of the inventors, but all competent 
physicians are cognizant of the ingredients 
necessary for this purpose. The invention 
has alreddy received the hearty indorsement 
of the California medical societies, and as 
its cost is small it will more than likely 
soon be in universal use.

BRIGHT LITTLE STORIES BY ARDITI. 


Nilsson’s Simple Ways Unspoiled by 
Continued Flattery. 


New York Sun: The reminiscences 
of Luigi Arditi, the conductor and 
composer, were published about four 


or five weeks ago in London. The book 
was edited by the Baroness Zedlitz, who de- 
scribes thus Arditi’s experience when, at the 
age of 12, he was put forward by his father 
to lead a smallorchestra: 

Being a very little fellow, he always had 
a stool put on his chair in order to raise him 
above the other musicians, At the age of 12 
(1834) young Arditi was allowed to occupy a 
space in the well of the orchestra at the the- 
ater in Crescentino. . . * Aristodemus ’ 
was being performed, and the beautiful vio- 
linist, as usual, oocupied his ‘ practicable ’ 
compound seat in the orchestra. Suddenly 
a loud nolse was heard among the musi- 
cians, the piece stopped for a few seconds, 
audience and actors alike advanced toward 
the footlights.in order to ascertain the cause 
of the unexpected disturbance, when a little 
shamefaced y. Whose dark eyes were suf- 
fused with tears, was picked up amid the 
débris of broken upholstery, and, what was 
worse, of a shattered violin.“ 

The little fellow had fallen asleep. His 
father’s punishment was three months’ ab- 
sence from the orchestra, but his grief and 
penitence were so great that he was permit- 
ted to return at the end of the month. 

Of Nilsson Arditi says: 

When she came to my house to go over 
her parts with me she used, while singing, 
to tear the trimming and laces off her 
by continually fingering them. 

In spite of all the admiration that was 
lavished upon Christine Nilsson in those ear~ 
ly days, she was absolutely unspoilt and un- 
influenced by flattery. At that luncheon 
given by M. Hengel . a pretty incident 
occurred which is apropos of the subject.

sears W. King of Henry W. King & Co.— 
The election of McKinley has restored con- 
fidence, and capital will at once come out 
of its hiding places and seek investment. 
On the same principle small merchants will 
buy .more freely and large merchants be 
more inclined to give credit. This will pro- 
dute an improvement in business at once, 
and a gradual improvement from this time 
on. The low price for farm product’ was the 
effect of competition, and it is not to be ex- 
pected that a restoration of confidence will 
wholly counteract it. But itis evident that 
the farmer also must share in the general 
prosperity. The election is not all we need, 
however, to produce a full tide of prosperity. 
I am not ready to recommend the disvon- 
tinuance of the greenbacks and the substi- 
tution of national bank notes. But we 
must of course have a tariff that will bring 
in &n adequate revenue for the support of 
the government. 

H. N. Higinbotham’s View. 


H. N. Higinbotham—I believe we shall see 
an immediate and progressive improvement 
in business, but nothing like a sudden rush 
of prosperity. I think it better to have a 
slow than a sudden improvement. We are 
somewhat in the condition of a convalescent 
patient who should be careful not to gratify 
to excess his returning appetite. The low 
prices of farm products have been the main 
cause of the depression in business of the 
last three years; and these low prices re- 
sulted partly from the competition of Ar- 
gentina and India, but partly also from im- 
paired business in this country, reducing 
the amount of home consumption. As to 
future legislation, I think we need it In re- 
gard to two important matters. It is per- 
fectly plain that we must have an adequate 
to | revenue, and that we must have new tariff 
legislation to provide it. 

Charles Higgins—The election of McKin- 
ley, first and foremost, delivered us from 
the pit of destruction; and then it will also 
give the business world positive assistance. 
One of the evils of the last year has been 
that merchants could get no accommodation 
at the banks. But now that confidence is 
restored there will be deposits, and then 
loans. 

L. B. Bane of Clement, Bane & Co.—I ex- 
pect a gradual improvement in business. 
The farmers will now be able to borrow a 
little money :if they want to, and then they 
can pay us what they owe us and buy some 
more goods. But our business is one that 
depends on protection, and we do not expect 
anything like a boom until we have tariff 
revision.

Restoration of Confidence.

of the railroads and caused most of the ills 
from which they have been suffering during 
Lack of business has 
been the cause for the frequent rate wars 
and the cutting of rates. In order to keep 
their cars moving or to get enough ready 
cash to meet current expenses they had to 
resort to rate manipulation and make secret 
deals with large shippers and others. 

A big rush of business is expected from 
now on both east and west bound. The 
boom in the market price of grain is bring- 
ing cereals forward in great shape and many 
of the roads are already confronted with a 
serious car famine. 

Many locomotives and thousands of new 
cars are needed by most of the roads. 
Bridges need rebuilding or should be re- 
paired. Tracks require renewal and other 
improvements are necessary. With the re- 
newal of confidence and the prospect of pros- 
perous times, the railroads propose to lose 
no time in supplying these needs. 

President Ingalls of the Big Four will at 
once order $1,000,000. worth of steel rails 
for the improvement of the Big Four and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio raitroad of which he 
is also the President. This, he says, is only 
a small part of the outlay his company pro- 
poses to make.on account of the prosperous 
times which Mr.-McKinley’s election wilt 
bring about. 

The Illinois Central will spend more than 
a million dollars for new rolling stock and 
will probably, in the near future, spend as 
much more in other renewals and improve- 
_— they propose to make for new sup- 
plies. 

A number of necessary short extensions 
wil be built as soon as the arrangements 
can be made.
